Tbe San Francisco Newsletter says : 
The insurance business is a large one. 
It ia being agitated by propoaed legis- 
lation at Sacramento. Foreign com 
paniesare to be wiped out, or, at least, 
very heavily handicapped by a stamp 
tax,' from which local companies are to 
be exempt The cry ia a very taking 
one with our people that the pk-ofits of 
the local companies remain here. But 
there is an answer that is equally tak- 
ing with insurers 5 it is that foreign 
coinpanies can be relied upon to pay 
great losi^eB, while the local ones can- 
noL This was proved by the Chicago 
experience. The returns of the actual 
itiiiurance business done in this State 
shows that there is a widespread pre- 
ference for the foreign companies. Tha 
paid-up (Capital o£ ;all. outside fire in- 
aurance conipauies doing busines.s here 
i8;$27,P74i0pp,5aiid;:ti^t;oS the foreign 
jnkriho'insu'Kince^'i^pooies is $11,- 
325,903 ; total paid-up capital of all 
outside companies, §66,335,903. The 
t"tal paid-up capital, of the California 
fire and marine insurance companies is 
82,10O,0QO. For the benefit'.bf - these 
two millions of home capital a stamp 
ta.t is proposed to bo levied upon sixty 
si.'c millions of other capital which 
exists as a guarantee for tho payment 
or losses incurred to Californian insur 
era. The amount of ^ftire and. marine 
risks /writt»*n in this State in 1878 by 
th* home companies was §73,374,09:^. 
Thw total risks written l)y outside com 
panies were §236,371,719. Theamount 
of risks by the outside corapaniRs was 
but three times their paid-up capital, 
whilst those of the home companies 
thirteen times their paid-up capital. 
The8p'6gures constitute a wonderfully 
strong showing. If anything as strong 
can be said on the other side we should 
like to know what it is. It appears,

TURKEY. 

CoxsTANTiNOPLE, MarcU 13. — Ap- 
palling accounts continue from Armenia 
and Kurdistan. Tho famine extends 
over 100,000 square miles. Appeals 
for help have bepn. published by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the Mair- 
quis of Salisbury and the Eitrl of 
Shaftesbury. The troubles between 
Greeks and Bulgarians in Eastern Rou- 
melia have become acute and there is 
evidence of a systematic effort by the 
Bulgarians to drive away tho Greeks 
and ^Mussulmans.;. Aleko Pasha, Gov- 
embr-General, "commands the ' ^)ref ects 
to dissolve Bulgtrian secret spies and 
armed gymnastic associations organized 
by tho Russian'i during their demon- 
stration. Gen. Strecher, commander of 
the Boumelian militia, demands the 
dismissal of Russian officers. The 
salaries of navy officials have bean 
largely reduced.. It has been resolved 
to return to a gold standard and re- 
quire all revenue to be paid in gold to 
the exclusion of paper and debased 
metallic currency, the latter to bo re- 
ceivable for arrears oCs^tax^^at , one 
half its nominal value. 'The 'decision 
has occasioned further heavy deprecia- 
tion, in metallin currency. Prices of 
bread have risen in proportion to thr 
depreciation. Shop-keepers refuse to 
receive it except at a reduction, which 
entails upon the poor the loss of half 
their means. Already . disturbances 
are reported from several provinces in 
.Europe and Asia, and in some of the 
towns bakers shops have been pillaged

The following is a condensation of 
Hon. Mr. Blake's Bill aiming at tho 
more effectual prevention of crime: 
Registers of all persons convicted of 
crime iti each Province of Canada shall 
be kept as foUbws : — For Ontario, in 
Toronto ; for Quebec, in Montreal ;

The wai-ders 
of the penitentiaries and reformatories 
and sheriffs aro to make returns cf 
convicts coming into their custoriy. 
■The Govcrnor-in-Council may make 
regulations as to photographing con- 
victaJi vEyeiy' person convicted of a 
crime and having had a previous con- 
viction before or after the passina; of 
this Act proved against hirn shall be 
guilty of an offence against this Act, 
and bo liable to imprisonment with or 
without hard labour for a term not 
exceeding one year. If at any time 
within seven years immediately after 
the expiration of the sentence passed 
upon him for tho last 'of "sucb crimes 
certain charges can bo jiroven against 
nim, such person may bo made subject 
to tho supervision of the police.

A few months'agdair the ' Conserva- 
tive press of the Province demanded 
with a loud voice, that in the distri- 
bution of Imperial Honors, the Hon- 
orable tho Minister of Public Work.s 
should have his legitimate share. On- 
tario, which seemed to ask for nothing, 
was favored to such nn extent that 
two of its public men refused to ac- 
cept these honorary titles. One French 
Cauddian alone was thought worthy of 
this favor from Her Imperial Majesty, 
when others had an incontestable right 
thereto. 

Occasion is given us to return to tho 
charge, and, as French Canadians, we 
demand justice, and claim our rights; 
it ia, probable, only by dint of en- 
treaties that wo shall succeed. Weill 
we shall go to work again, and invite 
our friends to give us a helping hand. 

The Hon. Mr. Langcrin deserves a 
special distinction, both for the brilliant 
part he has played in the political world, 
and the numerous services which Ju- 
has rendered in tho different depart- 
ments over which he has presided, as 
well as for his social position, wliicli 
has always been in the first rank, and 
for the varied talent which he has dis- 
played as a journalist and jurist. This 
honorable gentleman has succeeded to 
the place lield by the late lamentable 
.Sir G. E Cartier, and in this quality, 
should not remain in oblivion. 

A member of the House of Uoui- 
mons, Mr. Bunster, of Fritisli Colunihiu, 
has rendered justice to the eniiiieni 
Minister of Public Works, in va sf^eecli 
which he pronounced on the occasibri'of 
die discussion of the address, in answer 
to the speech from tbe Throne. This 
gentleman has a rifcht to our gratitudi' 
for having thus taken up tho cause of 
the French-Canadians, and we hope 
that . pur Mends ab Ottawa ^sball soon 
have bccasion tb second the demantl of 
the patriotic deputy from Vancouver. 
Here are his words; 

'British Columbia has not had the 
honor of receiving tho visit of any 
Minister since the Hon. Mr. Langevin 
came to us in his official capacity, 
when our Province entered into Con- 
federation in .ISXl. ir-ifA.:- 
"Wo shbiild be most happy to receive 
him again among us, at the same time 
as the right hon. member for 'Victoria, 
Sir John A. Macdonald, I can guar- 
antee to them beforo hand a reception 
worthy of Britith Columbia and of 
these distinguished visitors. •. . - ,^ ; 

"I am happy to congratulate the en- 
tire country on the honon-j .which Her 
Majesty has conferred on many of our 
distinguished statesmen. British Col- 
umbia should above all feel flattered to 
see that the greatest honor conferred 
on a colonial statesman has been award- 
ed to one of her . representatives, the 
present Prime Minister. . ; . 

"I also congratulate the Hon^Messrs. 
Tupper and Tilley on tbe title* which 



they have well deserved. But at the 
simo time I cannot help manifesting 
surprise that an equal honor has not 
been bestowed on the Hon. Mr. Lange- 
TiD, one of the fathers of Confederation 
and one of the most distinguished -men 
of the country. This forgetfulness can 
only be the effect of a misunderstand- 
ing which should be wiped out as soon 
as possible. This interests me in a par- 
ticular manner, because Hon. Mr. 
Langevin has always identified himself 
with the interests of Columbia, and 
has always shown himself disposed ' to 
come to our help in every circum- 
stance. 

"Flis report on British Columbia is 
an authority on all tho subjects on which 
he treats, and gives faithful informa- 
tion with regard to the afikira of tbe 
Pi-ovince. 

"He would deserve the title of H. 
C. M. G., perhaps more than many tf 
those who have received it. I say that 
an injustice has been dono him, but I 
hope that it shall soon be repaired." 

Additional Judso's tov Brltisli Col- 
umbia. 

In tho House of^'Commons on tho 
27th inst. Mr. Macdonald moved the 
reception of tho report of the Com- 
mittee of the whole House on the ro- 
solutioi'is Tcspecting the Better Ad- 
ministration' of Justice Act, of 1878, 
of British Columbia, 'and to make pro- 
visions for the appointment of two ad- 
ditional Judges of the Supreme Court 
of British Columbia. 

Hon, Mr. Blake said the the question 
of the recommendation of tho appoint-, 
ment of new judges for the Province 
WAS likely to be ^repeated by Nova 
ScoUa, as he saw that ^ siicb' a' move- 
ment was on foot. As to tho particu- 
lar case before the House the appoint- 
ment of the judges in British Columbia 
had originated witb a resolution of the 
local bar, as now in Nova Scotia. In 
1875 and subaequent jyraw' be' (Mr. 
Blake) had had to institute much cor- 
respondence with the Judiciary and 
Executive of British Columbia upon 
the subject of the J udiciary, and tho 
general opinion seemed to show that 
such a change was warranted by many 
considerations, but he thought that the 
establishment- of judges on the main- 
land as proposed would prove in tho 
end most costly and that the pension- 
ing of the County Court Judges would 
be found to bo full of evil. Geographi- 
cal and other considerations made it 
undesirable that any great change 
should be made in the administration 
of justice on the mainland. The ex- 
penses of tho Courts upon the main- 
land had, in all cases, far exceeded all 
proportion. The lion, gentleman read 
returns to show that the business was 
insignificant. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald said the , bill 
])roposed no addition to the existing 
expenditure: "On the contrary -a sav- 
ing would be effectod by it; The argu- 
ments of the member for West Dur 
ham went to show that the people of 
British Columbia being scattered should 
be dciirived of the means of obtaining 
the ordinary administration of justice.: 
If the cost of the adminii§batibn; of 
justice -in British Columbia was to be 
considered tho Judiciary might us well 
be withdrawn from that country alto- 
getlior. It was unfair to compare the 
cost of the administration in justice in 
British Columbia with tbe-^cofst of.'ihe 
same services in the older Provinces. 
The bill propoaed that only two Judges 
should reside in Victoria, as it 
was found better to have local 
Judges in each circuit. Tho Judi- 
ciary now lost §18,325, and when 
the bill passed that cost would bo .§2- 
UOO less. It was also better to have a 
Judiciary of professional men than 
that composed, as at present, of men 
not learned in tho law. Tho prospect 
of a large increase in the population of 
British Columbia should not be ignored. 
The building of the Pacific Railway 
could not but add largely to the popu- 
lation of that,.»^royin<;o..;>Hei-bad no 
knowledge that aii' addition to' the 
Judiciary of Nova Scotia was required, 
as statctl by the honorable member. 
The Bar Society might have an object 
in asking for additional Judges, but it 
would not bo the intention of th** Gov- 
orniuent to make iaiiyj additional, ap- 
pointments in Nova Scotia. ' , . 

Mr. Thompson (Cariboo) could say. 
from his own experience 'that' the 
Judges in British Columbia were not 
paid sufBcieiitly for the work they had 
to perform. The necessity for so many 
Courts was owing to the large Chinese 
jiopulation. . . 

i\lr. Barnard • thought that- Parlia- 
(nent should comply wilh'the wishes of 
the Local Legislature, which was in a 
better position as a body to judge of 
i.he wants of (he Province. He \vould 
thcrnforn support the bill, - 

iMr. Di'C'csnios thought the party 
that approved of the establishtncnt-^of 
die expensive Supi-eme "Court "of 'Can- 
ida should not object to the cost of the 
id ministration of justice in British 
Columbia. The bill was read a first 
time. . ,

• not only of tho whole Province, but of 
places far beyond its bnundaries. This is 
one of thereonsideratioiiB which, in addi- 
tion , -to atiording'* opportunitiec. for tho 
prisoners to prepare thoir defence that 
aU they have to say may bo he.ird, induc- 
ed me to adjourn our inquiries till to-day 
— to begin our investigations with tho 
sommonccmont of a new week. -Tho work 
before us is too lioavy for mo to occupy 
much of youir time" With preliminary ob- 

* serVations; but 'there ar.e certain reflec- 
tions which are necessarily sugicested by 
the occasion. "VVo are brought face to 
face with tho condition of our numerous 
andgrowiiighiilf-breed population through- 
out the countrj'. What is their future ? 
Sons of the hiirdy pioneer, who pierced 
Uie.rBaokyi^MpuntainB, and freely flung 
themselves int6 ihe' heart of tho wilds and 
forests of the interior and up the Arctic 
Ocean in search of furs, often to save 
their lives, allied tllemselves to the na- 
tive tribes who surrounded them. So 
long as civilization kept away from them 
or thoy from civilization all was well. 
They fell ihto many of the habits of the 
natives among whom thoy lived and many 
a trapper and trader hns owed his life to 
the fidelity and sagacity and courage of 
his Indian wife.

Quick 
shots, unrivalled horsemen, hardy boat- 
men and hunters, they know no other life 
than that of the forest.

The .indictment for the muri 
derof Kelly ^ras withdiawn for amendment 
at the suggestion °bf the'learned ' Judge, 
who was observed to critically examine 
each document na it w.is placed before 
him, remarking that if there was any 
failure it would not be tho fault of the 
Court, Aftoi" a delay of about twenty 
minutes the indictment iu the Kelly case 
was haiided nti in its-am form and 
placed in the liixrias of the Grand Jurors.

The coast examina- 
tions went to show that at Fort Simpson 
a harbor exists, which is probably un- 
equalled in-British Columbia.: This route 
would bo from 160 to 190 miles longer 
than tho Burrard Inlet route, but it 
would pass through the Peace River coun- 
try. It would be cheaper than tho 
Burrard Inlet route were a branch built 
from tho latter to connect with the Peace 
River district. It is suggeatod ..that 
further enquiry may develop a still Bhort- 
or route to Fort Simpson. Tho climate is 
raportcd as favorable, and Fort Simpson 
is said to po.sso.s.i natural advantages.
